and that his client be admitted to 
bail. Judge Wl’keison granted the 
continuance to Friday but denied 
bail, saying he had granted one con - 
tinuance yesterday. 
Attorney Roach remarked there 
was no citation, Judge Wilkerson de­ 
manded to know if the lawyer had 
informed himself on the facts in the 
case. 
“Have you filed your appearances 
as counsel?” asked the Judge sharp­ 
ly.

As ( te of Its main objects, the 
preside it’s emergency committee on 
empk>> nent recently adopted this 
plank; 
To keep all children under 
16 in *: hool in this time of surplus 
labor and increasing demands for 
skill and judgment." 
This ’stay in school" movement 
rest on two sound principles, an 
aid to society and a benefit to the 
child. Child labor 
competition 
is 
doubly harmful in a satifted labor 
market. 
It 
robs 
thousands 
of 
older boys and girls of employment. 
It tends to lower the adult wage 
level. Bitter experience shows that 
grownups often take a job at a 
child’s wage rather than remain 
without work. 
W hat is the extent of child com­ 
petition in New York? Our state 
education department 
reports 
in 
round numbers that 72,000 boys and 
girls v.ere certificated for employ­ 
ment liuring the year ended Aug. 
31, 193 . To this group we must add 
53.000 
hildren entitled to work on 
certific ates issued the year before, 
which »rings the total u d to 125.000 
W hat 
-ould it mean this w inter to 
many discouraged and thinly clad 
bread-iners, sometimes only a few 
years t )yond school age, had these 
boys a^ d giris remained at school 
and left the jobs for their elders to 
fill? 
As an editorial put it a few 
days ago: 
"A great army of them leave the 
schools every year to compete with, 
their elders in the hard struggle 
to find and hold jobs. A high per­ 
centage of them find nothing to do 
and squander their time at their 
parents’ expense, or get into trouble 
at the expense of the community at 
arge. The obvious remedy it to keep 
as high a percentitge in school as 
possible" 
I believe that child welfare leaders 
are absolutely right when they say 
th at sc me way must be devised to 


keep children In school if we are to 
succeed further 
in 
relieving 
the 
pressure of child competition on the 
employment market. One lesson this 
depression ought to teach us is that 
sending boys and 
giirls 
to 
work 
helps to displace the fathers 
and 
older children. 
Most parents, I believe, will agree 
that children are tetter of in the 
schoolroom than running the streets. 
In spite of the fact that many thou­ 
sands are now at work, it is likewise 
true that employment offices these 
days are full of child applicants. Our 
state labor department junior em­ 
ployment bureau reports for the year 
ended Sept. 1, 1931, that only 27 per 
cent of the calls for employers would 
take children under 16. 
The crux of the question is this: 
Can a year or two in an industrial 
establishment furnish better prepa­ 
rations for economic independence 
and good citizenship than the same 
time spent in school? Let us follow 
Tom as he hunts for a job. What 
positions are open to this fourteen- 
vear-old? Employment records show 
that 80 per cent of these youngsters 
become clerical 
workers, 
delivery 
boys and unskilled factory hands. 
Never before, 
placement 
workers 
say, has the percentage of straight 
piece-work jobs teen so great, nor 
the rate offered children so low’. 
Even regular workers are getting 
but $6 to $10 a week. And what is 
more discouraging—a t least 15 per 
cent of these positions are known to 
be temporary—lasting only a few 
days or weeks. 
Most of the others 
last, at best, three or four months. 
This means that even if Tom finds 
work he will te confronted with 
periodic idleness. Although a child 
is supposed to attend school at least 
20 hours a week when unemployed, 
few cities of the state have made 
provisions for these transients.

The hun­ 
gry heart will be fed, but it will be 
shameful IP in doing so we fail to 
give steady support to the moral 
and spiritual forces that are safe­ 
guarding our youth.” 
During the past year more than 
400 under-privileged boys have useck 
the local gym and pool and many 
of them haw been organized into 
character building cluhs under adult 


volunteer supervision. For this serv­ 
ice no fees are paid by these beys. 
Borne 30 character building clubs 
have also been organized among the 
regular boys* membership. 
These 
boys pay very small fees, not nearly 
enough to cover the cost of 
the 
service. 
In addition to this service to boys 
the local association 
has 
always 
tried to fill the need of a physical 
program for the local 
churches. 
Last winter 16 churches participated 
in two 18 basketball1 team leagues. 
These young men also paid a small 
amount of this unique feature. 
Thru the physical department the 
association has served many young 
men who have partly paid for this 
service. 
It has been the policy of the as­ 
sociation to make its rooms available 
to any city organization that may 
care to use them. During the winter 
months, especially, many organiza­ 
tions avail themselves of this serv­ 
ice.

T AX ATI ON AND BEER 
Editor News: 
In last Monday’s issue of The News 
I noticed an article from the pen of 
Arthur W right on the question of 
taxation, and wish to congratulate 
iiim on having his taxes paid. The 
fellow that has his taxes paid these 
times is a lucky man. There can be 
no doubt but that there are many 
offices in this country that could be 
abolished, without doing any harm 
either to the business of the country 
or to any of our public institutions. 
No one would be hurt except the 
man that is knocking down a good 
salary by sitting in an office chair 
with his feet on the table talking 
politics. 
When we elect a man to Congress 
about the first thing th at he does is 
to introduce a bill of some kind that 
would create a number of new jobs 
in his congressional district, to pro­ 
vide for his uncles, brotbsrs-in-law, 
sons-in-law and perhaps one for his 
mother-in-law. 
Of course, 19 out of these 20 offices 
would be unnecessary and would 
only add to the burden of taxation. 
Right here in Lawrence county a 
new office has been created to give 
another man a chance to feed 
at 
the public crib. Over in Mahoning 
county, Ohio, last year there were 
many farmer* that had to borrow 
money to pay taxes, and I have no 
doubt that there were many on this 
side of the state that had to do the 
same thing. This is no fault erf the 
farmers, but is a result of the ruin­ 
ously low prices of all farm products, 
and high taxes which made it hard 
for them to make the grade. 
In some of our large towns there 
are a good many from the laboring 
class th at are losing their homes on 
account of the high taxes, all

We hear very much these days 
about cutting down wages, but it is 
always the man with the pick and 
shovel th at gets his wages cut down 
first. The swivel chair man with the 
white collar seldom or never gets his 
salary cut down.

SCHOOL GARDENS 
By Dorothy Hennon Guy 
Ideal School Gardens 
Boys 
and 
girls 
in our 
public 
schools cannot have ideal school 
gardens, but in spite of this fact 
they are encouraged to have prac­ 
tical ones. The ideal school gar­ 
den would require the children to 
perform each and every operation 
connected 
with 
the 
preparation, 
planting and care 
of 
the 
plants 
grown in th at garden and would re­ 
quire some of their time under the 
direction of their teacher from early 
spring until late 
fall With 
our 
summer vacation this is not possible 
Time is not allotted for this type of 
work during the school term. School 
gardens should furnish 
opportun­ 
ities 
for 
observing 
plants 
from 
seedtime to harvest. 
Definition of School Garden 
A school garden may be any gar­ 
den where children are taught to 
care for flowers, vegetables or both. 
A school garden may be any garden 
in which a boy or girl of school age 
takes an active interest through the 
inspiration and under the direction 
of the teacher. It may be a tiny 
seedling growing in a flower-pot in­ 
doors or an extensive series of gar­ 
den crops in a large garden 
out­ 
doors. The garden may be an indi­ 
vidual one or a collection of gardens, 
or both: it may be 
at school, 
at 
home, or both. The teacher should 
endeavor to instill in the children a 
love of outdoor work and teach the 


their 
life histories of the 
plants, 
friends, and their enemies. 
interesting Gardens 
The most interesting garden we 
had in school was the egg shell gar­ 
den. Each child brought a half egg 
shell—colored or whit». We secur­ 
ed rich soil from a florist with which 
we filled the egg shells. Each child 
brought a seed: some brought flow­ 
er seeds, and others brought veg­ 
etable seeds. The seeds were placed 
in t$ie egg shells containing the rich 
soil. The shells were placed in 
a 
large box In a window where 
the 
morning sun shone. The children 
watered them daily and watched the 
plants grow. After the plants were 
a few tnchhes hjgh, 
the 
children 
took them home to be planted out­ 
side. 
Experiments in School Room 
Experiment No. 1—To find out the 
kind of soil in which plants like to 
grow. 
Material: 4 flowerpots containing 
(a) poor soil, (b) clean sand, (c) 
rich soil <d) sawdust: seeds. 
Plant kind of seeds in all four 
pots, and place them where they 
will get plenty of light. Water them 
as 
often as needful. Note which 
plants grow best. 
Experiment No, 2—To find out 
th at plans need light in order 
to 
grow. 
Material: 2 flower pots containing 
rich soil: seeds. 
Plant same kind of seeds and give 
them both the same amount of wa­ 
ter: keep one in the window, and 
put the other in a dark place. W hat 
happpens? 
Experiment No. 3—To show that 
plants need water. 
M aterial: 3 flow’er pots with rich 
soil: seeds. 
Plant the same kind of seeds in 
each, and pUce them all in the same 
window. Give one water as it needs 
it, another flooded with water, and 
give the other none at aU. 
These experiments need no de­ 
tailed explanations. They will in 
themselves show the needs of plants

Extracting moonbeams from arti­ 
chokes has long been regarded as an 
unpromising activity, and it may be 
that the hope of extracting some 
good out of the present farm credit 
situation is equally flimsy. 
Many sets of agricultural brains 
are engaged, however. In d ej^n g 
ways and means for doing Just that 
thing, and it must be said that some 
of their arguments sound at least 
plausible. 
. 
Bonds of the land banks, both the 
federal 
banks 
owned 
Jointly by 
farmers and the govemment. and 
the Joint stock banks that arc pri­ 
vately owned, are selling at great 
discounts. There is nothing surpris­ 
ing about that. 
Every bond for 
which a poor demand exists Is heav­ 
ily depressed, no matter how good 
its security. 
The federal farm loan bonds, se­ 
cured by conservative mortgagees on 


good farms, completely tax-free, 
guaranteed morally though not leg­ 
ally by the govemment, are selling 
on the day this is written at 71 for 
the 4 per cent up to 86 for the 5 
per cent bonds. The bonds of most 
private Joint stock banks are much 
lower. 
But the question is. not how long 
the.bonds are. or how they got thpre, 
but how some profit can be coined 
out of the situation. 
The first possibility is that the 
land banks themselves. If they have 
loose cash, can strengthen their own 
positions by buying in their own 
bonds and retiring them. By invest­ 
ing say $750 cash, they can thus re­ 
lieve themselves o r a $1,000 liabil­ 
ity—of course at the expense of the 
bond holder. 
This, in fact, is already being done. 
It is limited by the principle that if 
е е land bank has any loose cash, 
it ought to use it to make further 
loans to farmenf In its territory. 
But it is being done nevertheless. 
The other possibility, which is in­ 
tended to help famiers more direct­ 
ly, is that arrangements be made 
so that a borrower, If he gets hold 
of some c^h , can buy land bank 
bonds and turn them in at full par 
value, to pay off his mortgage. 
That would be a big help to the 
farmer, and would not injure the 
land banks in any wise. Again it is 
the bond holder who would lose, but 
not any more than he is already los­ 
ing. through the lower market value 
of Ills bonds. 
The feder^ farm 
loan board 


(which you must remember is not 
the federal farm bcmrd) does n ^ . 
however, 
look 
favorably on this 
scheme, and probably will not adopt 
it 
directed to do It by con­ 
gress. And maybe not then. Their 
objections do not seem very serious 
to me. but then I may be prejudiced. 
What would probably happen if 
such a plan went through would be 
that the land bank bonds would 
tend to rise toward par, whjch would 
take all the stuffing out of the 
scheme. But even then, who would 
not be pleased if the bonds went 
to par? 
Anyway, it is an interestuig idea 
and something may come of it.
